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Object Lessons of Value of Labor Unions to Workers 


“What’s the use?” 

“Why should I pay dues to my organization 
merely to keep a lot of fellows in office at: fat 
salaries?” 

“J have a good job, and receive good wages. 
It would only be a waste of money to join a 
union; it would do me no good.” 

“These and similar expressions have frequently 
been heard by union Business Agents and Or- 
ganizers when they approached non-union men 
for the purpose of inducing ‘them to join the 
union of their craft or calling. 

As a rule, when the non-union man had thor- 
oughly and intelligently explained to him the 
purposes and accomplishments of the union with 
which he was asked to affiliate, his superficial ob- 
jections vanished and his application for member- 
ship followed. In not a few instances, however, 
the. non-unionist persisted in- his ‘“What’s-the- 
use” attitude and refused to become a member 
of a union. 

Never before in the history of Labor Unionism 
have the so-called “independent” workmen wit- 
nessed such convincing illustrations of the prac- 
tical benefits accruing from the organization of 
wage-earners as have been afforded them in San 
Francisco since the 18th of April. 

The flames had not died before the telegraph 
wires were burdened with mesages from officials 
of national and international unions all over the 
country. stating that generous appropriations 
had been made from their treasuries for the relief 
of theit distressed brothers and sisters of this 
city. The messages of succor from the parent 
bodies were quickly followed by others from sis- 
ter locals throughout the entire country and 
Canada notifying the officials of our local unions 
that money was on the way for their- relief, and 
as much more as was necessary would be sent 
when called for. . : 

“What good is there in a union?” asks the “in- 
dependent” workman. : 

Let him ask the Printers, the Pressmen, the 
Machinists, the Brewery Workmen, the Molders, 
the Street Carmen, the Cigar Workers, the Mu- 
sicians, the Glass Blowers, the Blacksmiths, the 
Garment Workers, the Tailors, the Cooks, the 
Waiters, in fact, members of any of the organ- 
ized crafts and callings, what- practical benefits 
they derived from their unions in their time of 
trouble. 


The Printer will tell you that his International 
promptly telegraphed $2,000. followed within 
twenty-four hours by a shipment of $10,000 in 
currency, and these amounts were increased by 
donations from sister unions from day to day 
until the relief fund reached the grand total of 
$25,000. He will tell you how a committee of the 
officers of his union worked night and day attend- 
ing to the wants of distressed members, furnish- 
ing transportation to some 300 who desired to go 
to othet ‘cities; how, when these refugees arrived 
at their destinations, their big-hearted brethren 
found them employment at once; how the com- 
mitee attended to the ill and disabled members, 
sought them wherever located and furnished 
physiciaris and medicines, had them placed in hos- 
pitals or sent ‘them to health resorts as circum- 
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stances suggested; how the members who had 
their household effects destroyed by the fire were 
given liberal sums of money to enable them to 
make a fair start in refurnishing—in brief, they 
will tell you that every member who applied to 
the Relief Committee was afforded immediate re- 
lief from the moment funds became available. 
Ask a member of either of the three locals of 
the Brewery Workmen how the burned-out and 
unemployed members ‘of those organizations 
were provided for. All of these men were de- 
prived of their usual employment for some time. 
The. International sent $10,000 here at once, and 


each member was paid $15, followed by weekly | 


benefits of $7, and recently a special committee 
has been passing on individual applications for 


relief. from members who were burned out, and | 


is making appropriations ranging from $25 to $75 
to asisst them in making a new start. These 
latter appropriations. are in addition to the pay- 
ments made just after the fire. The union has 
also furnished transportation to members who 
desired to accept employment in other cities of- 
fered through the: union. 

The benefit system of the Cigar Makers has 
been well illustrated since April 18th. Weekly 
payments of out-of-work benefits have been made 
regularly and additional-assistance has been given 
as .circumstances and individual needs required. 

TheStreet Carmen distributed about $15,000 
to members, apportioning the money according 
to the needs of the men. 

The relief fund of the Machinists ran well into 
five figures, and as was the rule with nearly all 
the unions, the money was given according to 
the needs of the applicants. 

The Musicians received over $9,000 from their 
national and sister locals and have drawn on their 
own treasury as well to furnish the usual relief 
to members and assist them in replacing their 
instruments destroyed in the fire. 

The Molders expended a large sum in furnish- 
ing members with tools and extended substantial 
assistance in other ways. 


The Printing Pressmen, Web Pressmen and 
Press Feeders and Assistants received several 
thousand dollars from their International and dis- 
tributed the fund pro rata. 

The. Tailors were most generously provided 
for by their national and its subordinate locals. 

The Steam Fitters received a large sum from 
the. national and other locals, and a general as- 
sessment of twenty-five cents per capita has been 
levied on the entire. membership for the benefit 
of the San Francisco local. 

The Glass Bottle Blowers received $75 each 
from their National and the many men who left 
this city are being well cared for by their brother 
members of other cities. 

The Cooks, Waiters, Waitresses, Cooks’ Help- 
ers and Bartenders—all affiliated with the same 
International—received sufficient funds from the 
parent body and sister locals to. enable them to 
care well for their large membership. 

The. Retail Clerks’ locals—Retail Clerks, No. 
432; Retail Shoe Clerks, No. 410, and Drug 
Clerks, No. 472—established a relief bureau at 
1422 Steiner street, and a joint committee has 


been méeting there daily and extending assist- 
ance to members. 

The Garment Workers and the Garment Cut- 
ters have been enabled to assist ‘all of their dis-. 
tresséd members from the funds contributed by 
other locals of their craft. 

The Blacksmiths and Blacksmiths’ Helpers re- 
ceived several generous appropriations from their 
International—sufficient to enable these unions to 
give each of the burned-out: members a substan- 
tial sum to make a new start. 

The Theatrical Stage Employes. also received 
a round sum from the parent body. - : 

In a very: few instances the treasuries of na- 

tional or international organizations would: not 
admit of liberal appropriations being made, and 
in these cases the Labor Council made appropri- 
ations from the funds received by it from various 
sources. 
- The American Federation of Labor furnished 
all the local unions directly affiliated with it fresh 
supplies where the fire destroyed those formerly 
in use, nad apportioned a considerable sum of 
money among these organizations. 

The list of organizations that have, through 
the generosity of the Labor Unionists of the 
whole country been able to give substantial aid 
to their distressed members would include prac- 
tically every labor union in the city, and the in- 
dividual organizations mentioned here are merely. 
typical cases. 


The generosity of the Labor Unionists of the 
country has not passed unnoticed by those out- 
side the ranks of the unions, and the vast amount 
of money poured into this city by Organized 
Labor was a most important factor making for 
the prosperity of those merchants who were able 
to resume business early. This feature of the 
Situation was ably dealt with in the Call of the 
21st inst. That journal, in its editorial columns, 
under the caption, “Labor and Money,” had this 
to say: 


“The business boom in retail trade in this city, 
which has astounded even the merchants who are 
benefiting by it, is proof that San Francisco is 
rapidly recovering from the effects of April’s dis- 
aster. Merchants who leased small quarters a 
month or six weeks ago in the belief that they 
would suffice for a year or more are now eagerly 
seeking to enlarge their floor space to accom- 
modate the- ever-increasing crowds of buying 
customers. . 

“These gratifying conditions are due in great 
part to the wise and generous plan of relief 
adopted by the trades unions of the United States 
—a plan which brought $1,000,000 in gold to the 
city, every cent of which went into circulation 
over the counters of local stores. One of our 
leading labor leaders after careful investigation 
has prepared data which shows the splendid ad- 
vantages of systematic organization in a great 
crisis, both to the organized and to the city in 
general. He states that there are in this city 
upward of 200 labor unions and he places $5,000 
as a consérvative estimate which each union has 
received from its international, allied organiza- 
tions in the East and from personal checks from 
friends. That would make $1,000,000 poured into 
this city to relieve the pressing needs of trades 
unionists. Grasping the true state of affairs here, 


many of these Eastern organizations sent repre- 
sentatives with the coin and others expressed 
money, knowing that checks would be worthless 
as long as the banks remained closed. Thus it 
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was as soon as the retail store opened there was 
a rush to buy. The merchants are wondering to 
this day where all the money came from which 
they took in the first few days after opening. 
The laboring people were the only members of 
the community who had money, as the banks 
held the purse-strings of the affluent. 

“Again, it is estimated by careful mathemati- 
cians that in the building trades alone in this city 
there are 20,000 mechanics at work at wages 
ranging from $3.50 to $7 and $8 a day. If the 
daily wage is averaged at $5, this army of arti- 
sans is making $600,000 a week. Most of these 
men having lost all their worldly possessions, 
are refurnishing their new homes, and most of 
this vast sum earned weekly finds its way into 
immediate circulation. 


“Hence in no small degree are the trades | 
unions making this one of the best business cen- | 


ters for the retailer in the country. When the 
20,000 artisans now employed in the building 


trades have increased to 50,000, as they will in a | 


very short time, it requires no adept at figures 
to see how much the business of San Francisco 
will depend on and receive from organized labor.” 

The Call’s statements and its comments are 
conservative and in harmony with the facts. The 
money that the union men and women of San 
Francisco have poured into the channels of trade 
since the fire, and the enormous amounts they 
will continue to expend for some time above their 
expenditures in normal times will constitute the 
great bulk of the retail trade for a great while, 
aud even when they have succeeded in refurnish- 
ing homes and replenishing their wardrobes, the 
weekly expenditures of the union men and 
women will still constitute by far the largest 
proportion of the retail trade of this city. That, 
of course, is true in normal times, but during the 
reconstruction period the workers’ proportion of 
the total weekly expenditures of the community 
will be vastly increased. 


In noting these facts, the merchants will be | 


promoting their own interests by also taking cog- 
nizance of the fact that the union men and 
women will use their great purchasing power to 
conserve the interests of their class—in other 
words, they will demand union-label products, 
and will bestow their patronage on those mer- 
chants who are not antagonistic toward labor 
unions. Many circumstances, of late, have com- 
bined to bring the rank and file of Organized 
Labor into closer touch with each other than 
ever before, and it is but stating a fact patent 
to all who are in close touch with the labor sit- 
uation to say that Organized Labor has passed 
through the days of trial, suffering a slight loss 
in numbers (which will soon be replaced many 
fold), but actually far stronger in the matter of 
effectiveness of organization and loyalty of the 
individual members. ‘This condiiicn of affairs is 
decidedly contrary to that predicted by many 
employers immediately after the fire. “The 
unions will go to pieces,” confidently declared 
these wiseacres. A majority of these men know 
better now. A few—notably the men in control 
of the water transportation service of this port— 
still cling to the delusion that the present is an 
opportune time to disrupt the unions, and they 
are making an attempt to give effect to their 
theory. Well, the lesson they will learn will be 
a costly one, and defeat will be their portion as 
well. 

The lesson the unions have taught the “inde- 
pendent” workmen during the last two months 
by the generous distribution of relief funds is by 
no means the most striking illustration of the 
value of the union to the workers. In itself the 
relief feature of the labor movement should be 
sufficient to silence much criticism and wipe out 
not a little prejudice. The Labor Unions, how- 
ever, were not alone among organizatiqns in gen- 
erously extending aid to their stricken fellows in 
this city, but in another direction they do stand 
alone. All other organizations had to practically 
confine their relief work to alleviation of the im- 
mediate wants of their members. A few made at- 
tempts to secure employment for members, but 
none except the Labor Union could afford man 


| one of the most important. 
| to these sentiments, however, we do not forget 
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or woman effective assistance in maintaining the 
standard of wages that existed before the fire. 
That work was within the province of the Labor 
Union, and the Labor Union was equal to the 
task. That many employers determined to cut 
wages or increase hours, or do both, immediately 
after the fire is a notorious fact. The unions, 
however, made a determined stand against this 
program wherever attempt was made to enforce 
it, and they were successful in all cases in main- 
taining their old schedules of wages. In accom- 
plishing this at such a critical time the Labor 
Unions best illustrated their value to the wage- 
earner, and it is evident from the expressions 
heard in the ranks of the workers that the lesson 
had its effect on the most lukewarm unionist 
among them. 

We of San Francisco have for years felt a par- 
donable pride in’ our Labor Movement, and have 
accepted with satisfaction the compliments be- 
stowed on us by our fellow-unionists of other 
cities, but today we know that our pride was 
more than justified by all that has happened 
within the last two months. We have proven 
that our Labor Movement is one of the indes- 
tructible institutions of our commonwealth, and 
In giving expression 


nor minimize the great assistance. we received 
from our fellows of all sections of our common 


| country. Their generosity will always be upper- 


most in our minds and deeply fixed in our hearts, 


| and when their hour of trouble comes—and un- 
| fortunately it comes to all workers soon or late— 


we will try to express by deeds that gratitude 
we cannot adequately voice in words.

Synopsis of Minutes of the Regular Meeting 
Held June 22, 1906, 


Council called to order at 8:10 p. m., President

Communications—Filed—From the cashier of 
the Finance Committee of the Relief Red Cross 
Fund in reference to outside donations of affili- 
ated unions. Resignation of Brother G. L. Berry 
from the Executive Committee (accepted). From 
Carlos L. Smart of Los Angeles Typographical 
Union announcing his candidacy for State Printer, 
From Rufus P. Jennings, chairman of the Cali- 
fornia Promotion Committee, with enclosed com- 
munications from persons seeking employment 
in this city, (Secretary answered same; action of 
Secretary endorsed). From the American Feder- 
ation of Labor in reference to supplying the 
affiliated unions with charters, etc. in place of 
those lost in fire. Minutes of Executive Com- 
mittee of the California State Federation of 
Labor. From the Central Body of Galveston, 
Texas, making inquiries in regard to donations. 
Milk Wagon Drivers as to delegation. From the 
Musicians informing Council about matter per- 
taining to military bands. Janitors enclosed list 
of newly elected officers. From D\ Harris, 
Secretary of the New York Trades Council, tele- 
gram as to distribution of donation. From 
Bakers No. 24 in reference to delegation; secre- 
tary to furnish local with proper data. 

Referred to the Executive Committee—From 
the Retail Shoe Clerks, requesting Council to 
levy a boycott on the Royal Shoe Company, 
corner Fillmore and O’Farrell streets, which in- 
sists on keeping open after 6 p.m. From the Cal- 
ifornia Co-operative Meat Co., with enclosed bal- 
lot for the election of officers for the ensuing 
term, that part relating to Finance Committee 
only. 

Professor Whitney, representing the Chamber 
of Commerce, was granted the privilege of the 
floor for the purpose of requesting the co-opera- 
tion of the Council in assisting the gathering of 
statistics on insurance policies; also ex-Treasurer 
J. Johnston was granted the floor and spoke 
along the same lines. 


Reports of Unions—Musicians reported having 
straightened out the dance at ‘I'wenty-second and 
Mission streets, proprietor having agreed to em- 
ploy members of their union; also informed 
Council that it was National Guard men instead 
of regular soldiers that furnished the music. 
Butchers—Report progress; most of their mem- 
bers are employed. Cloakmakers—Report that 
the firm of Citron & Breit at 1790 Ellis street, 
have contemplated to cut wages from $3 to $5 
per week; members of their union refused to 
accept same, left his employ and are now out on 
strike. Steam Fitters—Business good. Baggage 
Messengers—Business fair. Hackmen—Com- 
plained of the attitude of the United Railroad 
Companies and undertaking firms in again at- 
tempting to use funeral car at many points other 
than was mutually agreed upon, thereby break- 
ing faith with the union. Cooks No. 44—Report 
that they have succeeded in enforcing the 6-day 
week plan in the Shattuck & Desmond camps; 
further report that conditions are very poor in 
and about the camps especially the quality of 
the food. Milk Drivers—Business fair; that C. 
Hawes, proprietor of the Bay State Dairy, has 
adjusted matters satisfactorily to all concerned. 
Machinists—Requests union men when traveling 
East to take some road other than the Santa 
Fe, their members being on strike for over two 
years and one-half for better conditions. Typo- 
graphical—Report that the jobbing branch of the 
business is very active; the newspaper advertising 
branch fair; union in good condition at the 
present time; continuing to relieve the fire suff- 
erers.

Sailors—Conditions fair; feel assured 
that they will be victorious in the present strike, 
knowing as they do that the Shipowners are un- 
able to procure -efficient help necessary to man 
vessels; also report that the union intends turn- 
ing out in a body to bury their late brother, 
Andrew Kellner. 

Executive Committee—Recommend: 1—That 
the wage scale and agreement of the Gas Work- 
ers be endorsed. 2—That all unions needing as- 
sistance should appeal to the Executive Com- 
mittee on or before July 15th, as the Committee 
desires to close relief fund. The Committee dis- 
posed of the following moneys to unions whose 
committees appealed for assistance: Stationary 
Firemen, $125; Ship Drillers, $75; Retail Delivery 
Drivers, $100; Janitors, $100; Milk Wagon Driv- 
ers, $75; report of Committee concurred in.

“Resolved, That the San Francisco Labor 
Council, in regular meeting assembled this 22d 
day of June, hereby expresses abhorrence of the 
policy of the shipowners which has gesulted in 
the murder of Andrew Kelner and the wounding 
of his three fellow unionists, and tenders to the 
comrades of these men sincere sympathy in this 
their hour of sorrow; and 


“Resolved, That as further evidence of our | 
sympathy with the comrades of the victims of | 


the shotgun policy of the United Shipping and 
Transportation Association, and as a mark of 
respect for the memory of Andrew Kelner, a 
delegation of eight, including the President and 
Secretary of this Council, be appointed to attend 
the obsequies Sunday, the 25th.” :

Citron & Breit, the cloak manufacturers who 
attempted to reduce the wages of their union 
operators from $3 to $5 a week, concluded this 
week to pay their employes the union scale, and 
the strike declared by the Cloak Makers’ Union 
has been called off. 


A convention of the Industrial Workers of the 
World was scheduled to take place in Chicago 
this week, but it is reported that it has been 
indefinitely postponed. ’Tis well, 
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THE WATER-FRONT STRIKE. 

There has been no material change during the 
week in the water-front strike situation. The 
unions are absolutely confident of ultimate vic- 
_tory, and events seem to fully justify this confi- 
dence. The steam-schooner owners are scouring 
the country for men to man their vessels, and 
notwithstanding the fact that they are offering 
liberal bonuses, they are unable to secure com- 
petent men. Those of the vessels which here- 
tofore carried passengers as well as freight are 
surrendering their passenger licenses owing to 
their failure to secure full crews. Were they to 
attempt to carry passengers on vessels manned 
by inefficient and short-handed crews they would 
be amenable to the Federal laws and probably 
be severely dealt with. They have concluded not 
to risk this, and consequently many have sur- 
rendered their passenger licenses. 

Tales of shanghaiing are common on the front 
since the trouble began. The most notorious in- 
stance is that of Thomas McCormick, a young 
law student, who was inveigled into shipping on 
the North Fork, a steam schooner bound for 
Eureka. The young man had intended to go to 
China on one of the transpacific liners, but was 
taken aboard the North Fork instead. Determin- 
ing to make the best of his plight, he signed 
articles on the steam schooner, but when he ar- 
rived at Eureka he concluded to return home at 
once, and took passage for this city on the gas- 
oline schooner Corinthian. This vessel was 
wrecked and McCormick was drowned. A postal 
card addressed to his mother from Eureka fur- 
nished his parents with a clew to his fate. John 
McCormick, the boy’s father, and a well-known 
citizen of this city, does not hesitate to charge 
the men who shanghaied his boy with murder, 
and, in a moral sense at least, they certainly are 
‘guilty of the grave charge. 

There is no question that many other men have 
been taken from this port on these schooners 
under false pretenues, and the owners have actu- 
ally enlisted the practical aid of the courts in 
carrying on this nefarious work. The Sailors’ 
Union has had pickets visit the steam schooners 
about to leave port with non-union crews and 
give the men enticed abroad an opportunity to 
leave if they so desired. Over a hundred men 
have been released from vessels in this way, and 


during the week owners have secured writs of | 


injunction prohibiting the union sailors from 
boarding their vessels. In no instance have the 
union men used force or threats to induce men 
to leave the vessels, or violated the law in any 
respect. The issuance of temporary injunctions 
by the courts simply allows the ship-owners’ 
agents to exercise a free hand in their shang-- 
haiing operations. If the proper authorities 
would take cognizance of existing conditions and, 
by inspection of vessels about to leave port, see 
that no man was shipped against his will there 
would be no occasion for the Sailors’ Union do- 
ing this work. Except where direct complaint 
has been made, however, the authorities have 
made no attempt to investigate the conditions 
under which crews are being shipped on the as- 
sociation steam schooners. 
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»: Last week. the:““Labor Clarion” published the 
text of the letter’ of Mayor Schmitz to the Sail- 
ors’ Union and the United. Shipping ‘and Trans- 
portation Association; calling on both parties to 
submit the controversy to -arbitration. . -The 
union promptly complied with the Mayor’s -re- 
‘quest. Not so the United Shipping and Trans- 
portation Association, however. As predicted in 
the “Labor Clarion,”, the men who control the 
shipping interests do not want to submit their 
case to an impartial arbitration board, and after 
several days they sent the following answer to 
the Mayor’s letter: ; ; ihe 3 

“EF. E. Schmitz, Mayor of the City and County 
of San Francisco—Dear Sir: We have the honor 
to acknowledge the recipt of your communication 


of the 20th inst., addressed jointly to ‘the. Sailors’ 
Union of the Pacific and this organization, and 


we regret, with you, that ‘industrial conditions on 


the water front are such that, in addition, to your 


| other cares, you are obliged to assume the re- 
| .sponsibility of appealing to us to lay aside our 


personal grievances and arbitrate any difference 


| that may appear to exist., You,may not be aware 


that we did evetything possible to reach an ami- 
cable agreement with Mr. Furuseth, notwith- 
standing that his union had passed a resolution 
since the first not to increase wages. 

“On Tuesday morning, May 29th, the sailors, 
firemen, cooks and stewards on the steam schoon- 
ers refused to take the ships to sea éxcept af an 
increased rate of pay. — a 
_ “This was the first intimation vessel owners re- 
ceived of a cessation of work having been ordered 
notwithstanding. that it had been previously 
agreed to give due notice of any contemplated 
changes in wages or working rules. Mr. Furu- 
seth was interviewed, and he advised that at a 
meeting of the union the evening previous a reso- 
lution had been adopted to cease work except at 


the increased pay. After mature deliberation the || 


owners felt that the sailors, cooks, stewards and 
firemen were not justified in their demands, that 
the compensation which they were receiving for 
their services was reasonable and liberal, and so 
declined to accede to them. — 

“The Association feels now, as it has felt from 
the start, that the same industrial conditions as 
prevailed on the water front before the fire 
should have been permitfed.to continue. Unless 
the reconstruction of San Francisco was to be 
brought to a standstill on account of the lack of 
building material it was necessary to devise ways 
and means to operate our steamers, which we 
beg to state are rapidly returning to the trade 
from which they were forced.’ © 

“We heartily endorse the position taken by you 
when you state that the local administration will 
exert its official power to preserve the peace, as 
that will hasten the time when the owners and 
the vessels of this Association will be again in a 
position to co-operate in the rehabilitation of San 
Francisco. 

“We appreciate to the last degree your gener- 
ous offer to aid and assist in bringing about har- 
mony and peace and will give the suggestions 
contained in your communication most careful 
consideration. :

The Mayor promptly replied to this “diplo- 
matic” communication with a second appeal for 
arbitration, reading as follows: 


“Mr. H. W. Goodall, Chairman Executive Com- 
mittee United S. & T. Co.—Dear Sir:—Your com- 
munication, dated June 21st, has just reached me. 
Extending to you my appreciation of your kind 
sentiments therein expressed, I regret that you 
have not been able immediately to see your way 
clear to submitting to arbitration your contro- 
versy with the Sailors’ Union. : 

“You courteously state that you will give the 
suggestion contained in my recommendation 
most careful consideration. This is the language 
of diplomacy and delay, while the occasion calls 
for movement and action—action toward settling 
the strike, action toward the restoration of peace, 
action in aid of San Francisco’s rebuilding. It is 
not your Association, nor is it the Sailors’ Union, 
which of itself requires or of itself justifies the 
intervention of any public official, but the. inter- 
ests: and the crowding necessities of San Fran- 
cisco—the present and future—cry aloud for pro- 
tection and assistance. 

While your letter promises consideration, and 
while you are undoubtedly thoroughly sincere in 
your promise, may I not again beg of you, as 
men interested in San Francisco’s welfare, inter- 


ested in her commerce, in her rehabilitation, in 
her growth and future development, to lay aside

personal pride and prestige and meet squarely the 
situation which threatens our city with a famine 
of building material and with more widespread 
suffering and misery than’ we have at present?

How 
long will the shipowners be able to successfully 
defy public sentiment by refusing to arbitrate? 
The “Labor Clarion” does not attempt to answer 
this question; but suggests that. Mayor Schmitz, 
failing to receive a favorable reply to his last 
letter within a reasonable time, proceed to take 
the other measures he has referred to in inter- 
views to compel an honorable settlement of the 
strike: The public will certainly approve of any 
step he may take to secure the shipownérs’ 
agreement to submit their case to arbitration. 


FUNERAL OF ANDREW KELNER. 
Over a thousand persons assembled at the Sail’ 
ors’ Home, Harrison and Main streets, last Sun- 
day to attend the funeral of Andrew. Kelner; the 
union sailor who was shot to death on the 17th 
inst. by agents of the owner of the steam 
schooner National City. 


Rev. W. M. Bourse, rector of St. Peter’s Epis- 
copal Church, read the funeral service in the 
chapel of the Sailors’ Home. After the comrades 
of the deceased and other union men present had 


| viewed the remains, a procession was formed and 


accompanied the hearse to the Ferry, where a 
funeral. train was in waiting to convey the 
mourners to Mt. Olivet Cemétery. 

At the grave the Rev. Mr. Bourse performed 
the final service, after which a delegation of Odd 


‘Fellows, of which order the deceased comrade 


was a member, paid the tribute of that. order 
to its dead. Walter Macarthur, editor of the 
Coast Seamen’s Journal, then delivered an ad- 
dtess, and was followed by ‘President W. R. 
Hagerty of the Labor Council. Andrew Furu- 
seth, Secretary ‘of the Sailors’ Union of the 
Pacific, was the last speaker. The addresses at 
the grave were listened to by almost as many 


| ‘people as attended the services at the Sailors’ 


Home. The speakers paid feeling tribute to the 
memory of the deceased and in éarnest, impres- 


| sive terms commented on the manner and cir- 
| cumstances of the untimely death of the brave 


| -and loyal sailor. 


The scene was deeply affecting 
and evidences of the grief of the murdered man’s 
‘comrades was plainly visible. he

An abrupt severance 
of the pending. agreement at this time would cut 
off many deserving members from needed relief 
and a loss of membership would take away the 
protection afforded by local death benefits. 

By transferring money from the various assess- 
ment funds of the union to the eGneral Fund, 
which was done at the May meeting, a sufficient 
umount is available for current expenses, and the 
recommendation of the Executive Committee that 
the suspension of dues and assessments be ex- 
tended to and including the month of July was 
agreed to by the union at Sunday’s meeting. The 
first collection of dues, therefore, will be made 
on the first payday in September on August 
earnings. , a 

The action of the Executive Committee in ap- 
pointing a delegation to attend the funeral of 
Andrew Kelner, a member of the Sailors’ Union 
of the Pacific, who lost his life in the performance 
of a peaceful mission for his union, was approved 
by the members at Sunday’s meeting. The fol- 
lowing letter was forwarded to the Sailors’ Union: 

: “Oakland, June 24, 1906. 

“To the Officers and Members of the Sailors’ 
Union of the Pacific: . Gentlemen—The bearer 
hereof, Mr. J. J. O’Neill, is chairman of a dele- 
gation of printers appointed by San Francisco 
Typographical Union to attend the funera! ser- 
vices held under the auspices of your organization 
over the remains of Andrew Kelner. 

“We desire to express our sincere sympathy to 
the members of the Sailors’ Union of the Pacific 
in their hour of trouble and to enter protest 
against the methods pursued by the shipping in- 
terests to defeat the just demands of your organ- 
ization, and- further express the hope that those 
responsible for the untimely death of your com- 
rade will be speedily brought to justice. 

“The fact that our regular monthly meeting is 
to be held today at 2 o’clock alone prevents the 
officers of the union and a much larger delegation 
attending the services. Fraternally,

g the United States government 
‘convict made goods has been 
ted by the House Committee on 
Labor. Only one member of the committee, 
Goebel of Ohio, dissented. Representatives 
Hearst, Hunt, McCall, Gardner and Connor in- 
sisted that free labor men who support families 
should be protected. Mr. Goebel opposed the 
proposition on what he termed “humanitarian” 
grounds, contending that prisoners should not be 
idle and that they should produce something to 
pay for their support. Mr. Hearst contended 
that “the prison contract system makes it an ad- 
vantage to be a convict so far as actual employ- 
‘ment is concerned.” 


Labor Solicitor Charlton -of the Philippine 
Government has reported to Secretary of War 
Taft that the eight-hour law is in full force in 
the islands and is held to apply to all workers 
there provided for by appropriations from public 
moneys of the United States.
